Monday, 
says tho city of Ningpo is still inan unpiea- 
aant state of commotion, and in a fair way 
of being overrun bya mob of rloters whom 
the authorities will find-it difficult to put 
down, Great dissatisfaction has for some 
time prevalled in the districts around 
Ningpo in consequence: of the vexatious 
nature of ‘the Uskin taxes, from which 
othiog appsrently is oxempt, and this dis: 
satisfaction has recently found a vent in a 
small plao named Si Wu, in the Fungrho 
district, where the people called the neigh- 
bouring villagers to their nid and resisted 
the levy of taxes they considered oppres- 
sive, The dispute was settled locally, but 


~{ the people of the neighbouring districts, 


once aroused, were not to: be. quieted with 
a. reform. affecting one: particular station, 
and came to Ningpo in large-numbers to 
demand: redress of thelr grievances. A 
collision that oocurred between them and 
the soldiers, on Sattirday last aggravated 
the discontent, and tho disuutisfied villagors 
have now been joined by thousands of 
others, many of thom residents of Ningpo, 
who doom this a Aitting opportunity to 
frighten the authorities into a wholeasle 
reduction of the lekin taxes, ‘The whole 
clty is now in s state of. siege ; not a shop 
4s open, and so- much sympathy is felt for 
the mob, that {t is quite possible the 
soldiers will not attack the rioters should 
they. proceed to acts.of. violence. Sevoral 
tux stations have been: burnt or pulled 
down, and many more are threatened, and 
the mob.went so far-on Sunday. aa to 
smash the.

ALARMING ACOIDENT ON THE 
RIVER AT SHANGHAL 


An alarming acvident-oocurred yesterday 
Gea 29th) on the Whangpoo River. The 

orwegtan steamer Hakon Adeliten, Oaptain 
O. Bergh, arrived from Nagasaki in the 
morning and moored. at the-China Naviga- 
off the French Bund, 
She swung to the ebb tidy and remained in 
the.position until the tide changed between 
eleven and. twelve o'clock. The flood tide 
then came in with a bore, and, striking her 
on. the quarter, carried hor athwart the 
river, with her stern towards the Frenoh 
Band, whon her: keel apparently took the 
around, and the hawser,-by which she waa 
mado fast to the -buoy, gave way, , An 
anchor was immediately lowered, but the 
tide carried. her tow: the Bund. . Her 
stern came In collision with the quarter of 
the steamer -Wenchow, which was moored 
alongside one’ of the Ohina Navigation 
Company's pontoons-the third one from 
the Kin-le-yuen wharf—~and then~ the 
Hakon Adelsten was side on an un- 
usually high and- strong flood tide, and 
being about 250 feet long and drawing 20 
feet, the pressure against her to force her 
up thertiver can be better imagined than 
described. Her stern scraped along the 
side of the Wenchow, % away the 
}Rangway ladder. and davit, the awning 
staunchions, and the bolts over the ports ; 
and then olearing tho. H enchow ahe strack 
the next pontoon, which was 4 small one, 
and so bulged in the front that it sank, and 
the bridges connecting it with the othor 
pontoons also gave away, Next to tle 
suaken pontoon was a large iron one, which 
the steamer aleo forced from {ts position, 
and then bumped with great violence 
against the Kin-lee-yeen Wharf, at which

The eid which she strack was considerably 
damaged: and two-of-the. large pontoons 
wore displaced, nearly turned round, while 
all the connecting bridges were rent asunder 
and fell into the river. She then drifted 
‘upalongside the Kiangching, smashing the 
latter’s stom in two or three placea and 


forclng-her. stern back avainat the pontoon 
and the. stern of the Kiangkiwan. Tho 
latter vessel recoived the blow remarkably 
well, it only bulging in one or two of the 
planks of her bulwarks, while the Kiang- 
ching had a portion of her bulwarka knocked 
away entirely, The Hakon Adeliton ro- 
mained alongside ‘the Kiangching during 
the afternoon until the turn of the tide, 
when she was again moored: at- one of the 
buoys in the river, . Bhai 

‘Besides the damage already méntioned, 
some small native boats at the pontoons 
came to grief, but what number or the 
extent of the damage done in thio respect 
could not be ascertained. It wan generally 
believed that no lives were lost, but one 
native beatman had his right foot badly 
orushed and bis left leg broken.

territory and Chinese, and who have alwayr 
some ulterior view of taking the neighbour- 
{ng forest_and land. Tho mons in which 
they fell the trees is disgraceful and causes 
great waste, They havo seldom any imple. 
ments, such an axe or saw, and to-nave tho 
expente-of buying such implements, also 
the trouble of using them, they sot fire to 
the trunk of enormous trees and burn them 
down, thus deatroying the most valuable 
part ofthe tree. Often in order to clear a 
whole tide of a mountain they ‘fire {t and 
destroy moat valuable. timber. No new 
camphor trees Are .planted, comsequently 
every tree used is lost forever, and “of 
course in the’ course of time, the country 
will be left: without. any “oappphor trees in 
it. In addition to the quantity used for 
the purpose.of extracting camphor, a.great 
deal of camphor wood is brought down to 
the treaty_port of Tamsui for export in the 
of planks, In fact the camphor tres 
most important treo in the island, 
snd on that account some steps for ita Proe 
tection and’ transplantation ought: to ‘be 
taken by the Government, if the island is 
to remain perpetually a producing country: 
1n more civilized countries where it formerly 
abounded, such as in Javaland Japan, the 
trade in camphor: end camphor wood has 
become comparatively insignificant. 

In addition to camphor tree: there aro 


many other most valuable trees, some 70

‘ormosan timber, and some -are most 
valuable and suitable for all sorts of pur- 
pcsea, Many of the forests are in close 
pene to the tributartea of the Tameui 

ver, and {t is chiefly down these streams 
that camphor and other planks are bought 


. down, 


At Soao Bay on the North East Coast 
within. 3 hours wall from Kapsulan, the 
principal town in the Komolan Ting, there 
ara large forests, and it was here that a saw 
nmiill was started in 1865 by forelgnors. 
Tho difficulties between’ tho timbor cuttera 
and the aavages put.a stop to the enter- 
prise aud forelgners withdrew from .the 
undertaking with great loss. 

Afterwards, a German_nierchiant tried to 
renew oporations in the same direction, but 
the troubles with’ natives and the difficulty 
of obtainingabourers, who.had to fight 
and work too, caused another collapse, and 
finally this attempt failed also. The diffi- 
culty in establighing a timber trade will be 
the mode of transit from the foreat to the 
water’s edge, 

On the Kast coast of the island where the 
sides of the mountains are steep and run 
down to the sea, there will be no difficulty 
on that score, bat if the timber felling ts 
extended inland, and there is no tramway 
or waya arranged, the trees will remain‘ 
where they fall, for coolies are unable to 
move over rough ground or over hill and. 
dale any welght over 2 or at most 8 tons. 
Soao Bay are hills 
containing coal, and many of the hills ara 
composed of fine laminated slate suitable 
for roofs of forelgn houses, etc. In the in- 
nor hills and streams itis known there is 
gold, and the savages of this district are 
almost harmless, if only dealt fairly with. 
The cause of all troubles here between 
Obinese- Government agents and savages 
hos been the treachery of the, former, who 
have in many instances invited the savages 
to meet them and have murdered them 
when under the influence of drink, or when 
in'thelr company as guonts. Soao Bay has 
been visited by steamers for many yea 
and the few rocks in the harbour ara wa 
known 3 it is half moon shaped and sur- 
rotnded by hills covered with foresta, It 
isnot a large harbour, but 9 or 4 vesabls of 
site of Growler could, anchor thete at the 
same time This place would he the port 
of Kepsulan, if opened and would assist 
more than anything to open out and push 
olviligation down the “Hast coast, for with 
ercgption of one or two" ems 
cluding Keelao and Peelat) scarcely evor 
visited, itis the only one of importance, 
The forests in rear ore Inown also to con 
tain clanamon and one or two other sploes. 
A tramway or Itproved road might gasily 
be made from Espailan through the plain
